And,'on the other hand, Spain and South Italy have grown 
poor in tho midst of ric'h surroundings by reason of the inferiority 
of the human factor. Four characteristic towns of waste labor pow- 
•cr in our midst are the unemployed, the imperfectly employed, the 
improperly emplojed and the voluntary idle. The- imperfectly em- 
ployed include all who are doing less skilled work than they might 
if they 'had only 'had adequate training. The expansion ol indus- 
try depends upon the transformation of less skill into more skilled' 
labor power, for industry can expend only far as1 its scarcest (factor 
will permit. Since the scarcest factors in every industry are tho 
highly skilled forms of labor power, the addition of a hundred skill- 
ed forms of labor power, the addition of a hundred' skilled laborers 
would add greatly to the existing productive power. 


As the most abundant laotor is unskilled labor, taking a hundred 


unskilled laborers from the existing supply would detract very little 
from our productive power, because there is enough of this factor. 
Industrial education will bring about a better distribution of men 
among the different grades ol employment, raising numbers from the 
unskilled to the skilled class.

DO MOLES EAT GRAIN? 


There has been considerable discus 


slon over the question whether tin 
1 


mole is entirely an Insectivorous-ani. 
mal or whether its bill of fare Includes 
besides Insects some grain.

This law, which should be 
used as a pattern in other states, is 
supplemented by-a state dairy law 
which mokes unlawful the sale of milk 
nnd cream from diseased animals.
